Dr. Redlich Deplores Intimation 
That Tzecho-Slovakia Will 
Act as Guardian to Austria— 
_ Cooperation Is Much Desired 


NEW ‘YORK, Feb. 17 (Special) — 
“Any preterse-. of ‘overlordship’ hy 
‘Tzecho-Slovakia over Austria would 
a| greatly endanger the hopeful and per- 
féectly: sound character of the relation- 
ship*between these two countries,” Dr. 
Joseph Redlich said today to a repre- 
sentative ,of The Christian | Science 
Monitor. 
Redlich, who. was at one time 


made this statement upon being shown 
Mabe: ndon cablegram declaring that Dr. 
ryk's Government intended to act 
as “guardian” over the Austrian Re- 
public. “The welfare of these two 
people calis not for ‘oveylordship’ or 
‘guardianship’ by Tzecho-Slovakia,” 
Dr. Redlich continued, “but rather a 
permanent policy of mutual under- 
standing and cooperation, and a fair 
solution of the social and financial 
problems involved in the execution of 
th: treaty of St. Germain.” 
“ “It seems tO me not ‘a’ very happy 
form of expression,” Dr. Redlich said, 
“regarding the _ friendly 
which have’been created by the pol- 
icy of both the Austrian and Tzecho- 
Slovakian governments in the last 
‘year, when the language is used that 
‘the latter country is a‘ rising ‘guar- 
dian’ of Austria. The idea fostered 
in this dispatch that Tzecho-Slovakia 
is to be a sort of ‘overlord’ of Austria 
is purely one of hasty enthusiasm 
falsely directed. A policy of ‘guar- 
dianship’ or ‘overlordship’ of Tzecho- 
Slovakia directed toward the purely 
German Republic of Austria would be 
resented very strongly by the whole 
public opinion of the Austrian people 
and would not be at all acceptable. 

“The political importance and sov- 
ereignty of the Austrian Republic 
must be retained, as guaranteed by 
the Peace Treaty. Any unbiased ob- 
server of past events, which were 
brought about through the Hapsburg 
monarchy, well- knows that economi- 
cally Tzecho-Slovakia is much de- 
sirous of the continuation and per- 
petuation of friendly relations ~with 
Austria. 

“Cooperation must needs bring 
about a friendly relationship of both 
republics’ in regard to the general 
political -problems of Central and 
Eastern Europe.

SHEPPARD-TOWNER 
ACT IN QUESTION 


Resolution in House Raises Issue 
of Constitutionality — Text- 
book Petition Fails 


Question of the _ constitutionality 
of the Sheppard-Towner Act passed 
by Congress was raised in the 
Massachusetts House of Representa- 
tives yesterday when Representative 
Draper of Hopedale offered a resolu- 
tion asking the opinion of the Attor- 
ney-General on the law. The order 
also inquired whether the State, by 
accepting the act, would waive its 
rights as a sovereign state to contest 
the conStitutionality of the act before 
the United States courts and, also, if 
the Attorney-General thinks the act 
unconstitutional, how the State should 
raise the issue in the courts of the 
nation and protest against collection 
of money under it. The order was 
referred to the committee on rules. 

' Several reports of leave to with- 
made yesterday. This 
report was made on a petition requlr- 
ing photographs on chauffeurs’ li- 
censes and on 4a petition to exempt 
savings deposits invested in farm 
loan bonds from taxation. A petition 
for return to the convention system 
was recommitted on motion of Rep- 
resentative Brimblecom, who said the 
wrong document had been filed with 
the report. 

Attempt by Representative Heffer- 
nan to revive the petition for licensing 
private detectives failed.

AID FOR SHIPPING 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 17 (Special)— 
Half, at least, of the water-borne im- 
‘ports and exports of,the United States 
should be carried in American ves- 
sels, Senator Joseph E. Ransdell (D.) 
of Louisiana, president of the Na- 
tional Mefchant Marine Association, 
asserts: At present less than a third 
of the natioy’s overseas commerce is 
so carried. 

Senator Ransdell made a plea for 
government aid in an address today 
before the Cincinnati: Chamber of 
Commerce, in which he said: | 

-“American shipping is not stand- 
ing up under competition. We were 
carrying 50 per cent of our trade in 
our own ships two years ago. Since 
then the volume of ship tonnage un- 
der the American flag has grown 
steadily, and jthe-proportion of cargo 
tonnage, or commerce, moving in our 
‘own vessels has declined almost as 
steadily. In May, 1920, 50.1 per cent 
of our imports were American-car- 
ried; in December, 1921, only 28.5 per 
cent, a. decline of nearly 22 per cent. 
In the same period. the proportion ¢f 
our exports going in American bot- 
toms has; fallen about~ 20 per cent. 
In fact, we have now reached the 
point where British ships are carry- 
ing more of our trade than we are.”

Now the explanation of this must 
be that Mr. Prokofieff finds humor 
easy. What would not many an Amer- 
ican composer—not counting Henry 
F. Gilbert—give, if. he could write a 
single hymorous page! And did the 
poser of “Love for “the Three 
Oranges” write as he did from the 
necessity of his libretto? No doubt 
yes; because the book is his own 
manufacture. But certainly he did 
not write as he did from the compul- 
sion of the original drama of impro- 
vization by Gozzi. Nobody, granted, 


‘knows precisely what the outlines of 


the fable on which Gozzi’s players ex- 
temporized their lines were. 

The story’ may have been as myth- 
ical—fantastical and as comical— 
ironical as can be imagined. And yet 
nobody should suppose that it. en- 
tirely lacked the romantic-chivalric 
or even the pedantic-choleric qualities 
that enter into an ordinary old Italian 
comedy.

YACHT ING RACES 


While the “Universal” Metin 
ment Rule Produces Admir- 
able Yachts, “Cup” Boats Are 
in. No Way Bound by It 

; B | 
LONDON (Special)—Although there 
will be no.» yachting races for the 

America’s Cup this season, it is not}. 

likely to fall into oblivion. The great- 

est deterrent in this connection is, of 
course, the fact that yachts built for 
such racing are of little or no use for 
other purposes. Mr. Barnett puts the 

matter very clearly and succinctly in a 

letter published by an American paper. 

He points out that; while the “Uni- 

versal” measurement rule; which pre- 

vails in America, produces an admir- 
able type of yacht in any given class, 
the “Cup” boats are, in no way bound 
by it. They ‘must be of a certain 
waterline length, and that is all. Any 
features ‘may be introduced, and the 
boats may be veritable machines, the 
only. deterrent being that, as they in- 
crease their rating, they. have to pay

Various Estimates Show Tre- 
mendous Depreciation—Large 
Amount of Nation's Capital 
Is Lost—Allies* Demands 


LONDON (By Mail)*-German na- 
tional income for 1913 was estimated 
by Helfferich at about 42,000,000,000 
gold marks. During the war many, 
sources of German income were de- 
Stroyed. Income from foreign invest- 
ments was wiped out, the country_was 
impoverished and its area reduced by 
about 10 per cent. 

It is difficult to obtain any reliable 
estimate of Germany’s income at pres- 
ent. It was placed at about 300,000,- 
000,000 paper marks by Keynes. A 
German estimate places the national 
income for 1921 at .14,000,000,000 .gold 
marks. An official account, which is 
kept secret because of its. questionable 
reliability, gives the national income 
as 17,600,000,000 gold marks, or 352,- 
000,000,000 paper marks. ; | 


Income Much Less

The problem of ‘aiding Amer- 
ican business firms by providing 
some more economic and effective 
means of dealing with trade disputes 
arising with foreign houses has for 
some time been recognized as a seri- 
ous and intricate one, and has been 
the subject of numerous conferences 
between officials of the commercial 
law division of the commerce depart- 
ment’ and the United States Chamber 
of Commerce. ~ 

_ Recommendations drawn up by the 
advisory ‘committee. on commercial 
disputes in foreign trade, working in 
coperation with Secretary of Com- 
merce Hoover, deal with steps to sat- 
isfy the immediate existing need, while [ 
plans — for ,.@, permanent system of 
legally. binding arbitration were sub- 
mitted to the approval of the com- 
merce department by a conference of 
the largest trade bodies in the coun- 
try, which met last autumn. to con- 
sider the subject. . 

Upon these two sets of recommet- 
dations, the plans being worked out by. 
Secretary Hoover and his .assistants 
will largely be based. 


~Main Features Proposed « 
The, main features of the propesed 


| system of legalized arbitration to ‘be 


adopted’ by the governments of the 
various countries are as follows: 

-l. The passage of a-federal law 
making arbitration -clauses, volun- 
tarily entered into, in written con- 
tracts, valid, enforceable, and irrév- 
ocable. . 

2. Negotiation of state treaties be- 
tween the United States and the coun- 
tries with which it does business pro- 
‘viding that arbitration agreements in 
commercial contracts between their 
meeerery nationals shall be enforce- 
able. 

3. Reciprocal enforcement of such 
arbitration agreements by the courts 
-of the countries party to the treaties. 

‘4. The establishment of government 
officials in foreign countries who shall 
have for their business the administra- 
tion of the terms of these treaties and 
to whom American business houses 
may submit.disputes coming under the 
terms of the arbitration\treaties in or- 
der that proper. action ‘may be in- 
stituted. 

Recommendations which are under 
consideration for a plan to meet pres- 
ent emergency » meeds include the: fol- 
lowing: 

1. That committees be appointed } 
by chambers of commerce in the prin- 
cipal centers of foreign trade to dis- 
pose of commercial distputes and to 
undertake. commercial . , arbitration 
when necessary. 

' 2. That government representatives 
abroad, particularly consular officers 
and trade commissioners, be avwthor- 
ized and -instructed to assist in the 
disposition of commercial - disputes,

3. That commercial’ and tradé- or: 
ganizations in foreign countries - be 


urged to set up machinery for investi“ 
gation of commercial disputes and for, 


the arbitration of sich ‘disputes, and 
that they urge upon their. governments 
the necessity for giving legal sanction 
to such action in furtherance of the 
permanent system. 

Here is another phase of the forergn 
trade situation which ‘is also being 
considered in connection with trade 
arbitration, namely, providing a-means 
of exerting moral suasion upon de- 
linquent ‘debtors abtoad. American 
exporters have been facing an increas- 
ingly serious situation brought on by 
recent economic disturbances in the 
field. of foreign trade, which have 
caused foreign buyers to demand un- 
warranted. concessions, to ignore the} 
sanctity of contracts and acceptances 
and to subordinate clear-cut business 
transactions to the hazards ef ex- 
change fluctuation: ‘Commerce de- 
partment experts are ‘working to .put 
a stop to the large losses incurred by 
American business firms thereby, and 
to enable American creditors to pre- 
sent a united front in combating the 
prantes, — by ae department.

CANADA TURNS OUT 
MORE MOTOR CARS 


TORONTO, Can., Feb. '16—Practi- 
‘cally all Canadian automobile plants 
are increasing production. On Feb. 1 
the Ford Motor Company of Canada 
went on a 40-hour “week at full ma- 
chine capacity, taking on scheduled 
output for the month of-4000 cars and 
trucks, cOMpared with slightly more 
than 3000 cars manufactured in Feb- 
ruary, 1921. If the present rate is 
maintained, the 1921 output of 42,349 
cars should be exceeded. The com- 
pany finds export shipments again be- 
coming important, and is preparing 
for increased sales in Australia, New 
Zealand; India.and South Africa.

| WAGES PUT COST 


WASHINGTON, 
haustive investigation of the cost of 
retailing meats throughout the coun- 
try undertaken by the Department of 
Agriculture recently has brought out 
the fact that wages are the largest 
single item in retailing costs, which 
have doubled since 1913, it was an- 
nounced by the department today. 

The net profit of retail distributors 
averages 2.29 per cent of sales. The 
cost of retailing was analyzed as fol- 
lows: Of each dollar spent by the con- 
sumer for meat, 81.14 cents was ab- 
sorbed by wholesale cost, and 16.67 
cents by such costs of retailing as la- 
bor, rent, refrigeration, etc. The cost 
of selling meat from retail stores in 
1921 was 5.26 cents per pound, as com- 
pared with 3.19 cents per pound in 
1913. These statistics, it held, furnish 
strong proof for recent contentions 
“spread” between 
producers and consumers’ prices took 
place after the product is placed in the 
retailers’ hands.

UMAN sense seems to offer

of the most common of these is the 
temptation to’ make comparisons be- 
tween persons and between their ex- 
perierces.
